Cleveland, Nov. 28.—Resumption 
of Ford production, coupled with 
low money rates and the record 
farm profits now being realized, 
should be the outstanding factor 
which should slowly but surely 
bring early in 1928 a period of 
“substantial industrial prosperity,” 
the Union Trust Company, bank- 
ers to many of Cleveland’s auto- 
motive manufacturers, states in 
its monthly business review, just 
released. 

“What is probably the most im- 
mediate favorable factor in the in- 
dustrial situation, particularly ‘in 
the Cleveland district, is the fact 
that Ford appears now to be really 
getting into production on his new 
car,” the forecast says. 

“This has already brought to the 
Cleveland district tangible assur- 
ance of renewed industrial activity, 
with a resultant gain in employ- 
ment, in pay rolls and in public 
purchasing power. 

“In fact, the new Ford car, to- 
gether with the revival in the entire

GAS TAX AVERAGE IN 44 
- STATES 2.67 PER GALLON 


Philadelphia, Nov. 28—Twenty 
per cent. of what the motorist pays 
for gasoline goes for taxes, accord- 
ing to Auditor General Edward 
Martin’ cf Pennsylvania, who has 
been surveying the gasoline tax 
situation for the North American 
Gasoline Tax Conference. 

Martin reports that the trend of 
the gasoline tax in all states is up- 
ward, the average for forty-four 
states and the District of Columbia 
in 1926 having been 2.677 cents a 
gallon, while for 1927 it has in- 
creased for- forty-six states and the 
District of Columbia to 3.148 cents a 
gallon. As-it is already one of the 
heaviest tax burdens ever placed on 
any commodity, the question of the 
maximum to which it can be im- 
posed must be carefully considered, 
Martin states.

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Meeting an Emergency 


5 pir again a great emergency has given the motor bus 
and the motor ‘truck an opportunity to prove their 
essential value in meeting a difficult situation. The recent 
floods in New England seriously interrupted communication 
in the districts affected. Towns and cities were completely 
cut off from the outside world. Food supplies were running 
low and essential products that normally came from the 
flooded areas could not be carried to the markets of cities 
that needed them. Railway lines were pretty well disjointed 
by the carrying away of bridges at various places. 

In this emergency motor buses were extensively used to 
move passengers around breaks in the railway lines. Motor 
trucks were sent into the stricken districts with food sup- 
plies. Milk companies in Boston operated a fleet of 250 
motor trucks, which picked up supplies of milk in the flooded 
areas and carried these supplies into their home city. 

With the aid of motor vehicles transportation was 
established throughout the flooded sections within a 
few days after the emergency arose. It might have taken 
weeks to re-establish communications if it had been 
necessary to rebuild broken rail lines. 


Reduction Not Elimination 

CCORDING to the latest reports from Washington, the 

Ways and Means Committee has voted for a reduction 

in the amount of automotive excise taxes, refusing the pleas 
for complete elimination of this levy on transportation. The 
committee has finally agreed on a reduction to 114 per cent. 
from the 3 per cent. that has been in force for the past two 
years. This levy is slated to remain on all passenger motor 
vehicles, including motor buses and taxicabs. 

From the purely financial point of view a 11/4 per cent. 
tax is preferable to the present 3 per cent. American motor 
car buyers will be saved a total of about $35,000,000 per 
annum. Obviously, the sales resistance which every tax 
of this sort creates is reduced by half. 

Nevertheless, if this tax on automotive transporta- 
tion is wrong in principle, as we claim it is, reduction cf 
the amount does not remove the injustice. The auto- 
motive industry in asking for complete revocation of the 
tax has presented a clear-cut case which wipes out every 
argument advanced by the proponents of excise tax con- 
tinuation. We stand on tax elimination as a principle, 
and no reduction scheme can be anything but an unjust 
palliation of a wrong.

Studying Night Trucking 
S A RELIEF measure for the present congestion of 
traffic, night transportation of certain classes of mer- 
chandise is being given serious consideration. In New York 
city, where the traffic problem is about as critical as it well 
can be, the Board of Trade and Transportation has appointed 
a committee to make an exhaustive study of the possibilities 
of inducing shippers to make night haulage a general custom. 
The success of any experiment in night trucking rests 
on the possibility of getting shippers to keep their delivery 
departments open all night. Certain classes of products, 
coal, for instance, are now hauled very generally at night. 
If this custom can be made general it will at least provide 
a method of relieving somewhat the present tremendous 
daytime congestion. 
Transportation men will watch the progress of the New 
York experiment, or rather study of the situation, with keen 
interest.

Here and There in the Trade Headlines By MacConnachie

NEW YORK CHATTEL MORT- 
GAGES NOT RECORDED IN 
NEW JERSEY, NOT SUPERIOR 
TO NEW JERSEY GARAGE 
KEEPER AND REPAIR- 
ERS’ LIEN. 


Under New Jersey chattel mort- 
gage act, 65, a recording of the chat- 
tel mortgage in a county in New 
Jersey is required for the protection 
of the mortgagee against creditors 
and purchasers of the chattel mort- 
gaged. 

A recording in New York of a 
chattel mortgage of an automobile 
delivered in that state, but having 
its situs (the place where it is kept) 
fixed in New Jersey by the terms of 
the mortgage, even though properly 
recorded in New York, is not effec- 
tive to defeat the lien created by the 
garage keepers’ lien act of 1915, as 
amended in 1925. Farmer & Ochs 
Company vs. Ginsburg, 137 Atl. 444. 
The court said:— 

“It would naturally be in New Jer- 
sey that storage and supplies for 
the truck, for which a garage keeper 
would have a lien, would be obtained. 
One who furnished storage, etc., 
would have no way of knowing, in 
the absence of any record of a lien, 
whether there was a superior lien 
against the truck. It seems to us 
that the mortgagee is estopped from 
asserting, as against a garage keep- 
er’s lien, a claim of superior title, 
because the failure of the mortgagee 
to protect his interests by a proper 
recordation of the mortgage in New 
Jersey would create a_ situation 
which would result in loss to the 
garage keeper or an innocent pur- 
chaser under a sale to foreclose a 
garage keeper’s lien if we recognized 
and gave to the New York mortgage 
the same force and effect as if made 
and recorded according to the laws. 
of this state.”

Accessory Lines Properly |

ciate members. 

Close to 180 of the jobbing 
houses in the National Hardware 
Association, which number more 


than 580, handle automobile ac- 
cessories, and the yearly volume 
in their automotive equipment 
business is reported to run into a 
total of seven figures. 


It was made plain at the conven- 
tion that the hardware wholesalers 
do not consider - 
that they are in 
direct competi- 
tion with the spe- 
cialized jobbers of 
automotive equip- 
ment. Their at- 
titude is that 
many lines of ac- 
cessories, because 
of the general 
close contact of 
their customers, 
the hardware re- 
tailers, with the W- H- Donlevy 
motoring public in allied merchan- 
dise always found in such stores, 
logically belong with these stocks, 
which should be available to mo- 
torists when they purchase their 
other hardware. 

It was also pointed out that com- 
paratively few garages in the small- 
er towns and villages handle auto- 
motive accessories to any appreci- 
able extent, such side lines as they 
carry usually being tires and blow- 
out patches, the business. concen- 
trated upon ordinarily embracing, 
besides storage, repair work, lubri- 
cating and washing. Almost every 
small center, however, has its hard- 
ware store with a considerable pro- 
portion of its clientele motorists, 
who look to it for the filling of their 

aneeds in the whole field of hard- 
ware. 

While precise compilations of the 
turnover in automobile accessories 
within the membership never have 
been made by the association, for 
the reason that sales volumes in this 
division never have been isolated, or 
differentiated in the reports, a chart 
was exhibited during the sessions of 
the accessories branch at the late 
convention, showing an interesting 
tendency. 

This chart showed that the aver- 
age yearly turnover of the jobber 
specializing in automobile accessor- 
ies, or established automotive equip- 
ment jobber, is 3.4, while the average 
turnover of the hardward wholesal- 
er, including all departments of the 
business, is 3.33. 

The high estimation in which the 
accessories branch of the National 
Association is held as an extremely 
useful and profitable adjunct is in- 
dicated in the following expressions 
from two of its officials, W. H. Don- 
levy, president, and George A. Fern- 
ley, secretary-treasurer. 

President Donlevy says: “The Na- 
tional Association has a very high 
regard for the accessories branch, 
which is now in its tenth or eleventh 
year. It was believed that some | 
very profitable business could be} 
done for the manufacturers through | 
this channel, and that certain auto- 
mobile accessories were logical 
stocks for the retail hardware store, 
and should be offered to motorist 
customers. Results have fully jus- 
tified this belief. Manufacturers 
seeking an outlet for their lines 
naturally turn to those concerns 
which are financially stable. There 
is no question that this is the case 
with the hardware wholesaler. It is 
not always the case with the garage 
operator. The matter of credits 
must, of course, be a factor.” 

Secretary Fernley has this to say: 
“The National Association is much 
pleased with the profitable business 
transacted by the accessories branch 
and with the way in which it had 
been handled. When certain stocks 
which had been staple fell off in 
sales because of changes in modes 
of living, automobile accessories 
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National Association had found 

great benefit in its affiliation with 

the accessories branch, whose inter- 

= it is constantly trying to fur- 
er. 

It was pointed out that numerous 
items for automobiles have been 
carried by many hardware dealers 
since the introduction of gasoline- 
propelled vehicles, such, for instance, 
as nuts and bolts and that addi- 
tions for the car in the way of 
stocks have come naturally and g¢as- 
ily, and that when it became neces- 
sary for the hardware jobber and 
retailer to seek out ready-selling 
lines to substitute for those for 
which the demand had been greatly 
reduced, or virtually given out, in- 
cluding wagon and carriage hard- 
ware, automobile accessories of a 
fairly wide range were found to fit 
in well and the demand for them 
became active, including the smaller 
centers wherein the garages do not 
handle them to any extent. Then, 
when came the. sweeping changes 
in the hardware trade in the last 
ten years with the introduction of 
radio into most homes and_the 
widening scope of electrical appli- 
ances and supplies, with the bulk 
of the population in large cities and 
towns concentrating in small apart- 
ments, demands for supplies of this 
character grew insistent and the 
hardware jobbers found them profit- 
able to handle in increasing quan- 
tities for the retailers. 


The question of economical dis- 
tribution has had a very decided 
effect, it was asserted, in guiding 
trade in automobile accessories 
into hardware wholesale chan- 
nels, since the large hardware job- 
ber has many salesman ranging 
continuously over wide territory, 
while the automotive equipment 
jobber more often lacks these fa- 
cilities in such measure. It is 
acknowledged, at least by some of 
the hardware men, that there are 
certain stocks the motorist will al- 
most invariably seek at the spe- 
cialized automotive equipment 
store, though it is stoutly main- 
tained that certain items will re- 
main the logical, ready-selling 
merchandise of the hardware 
wholesaler and his customer, the 
retailer of hardware. 

The hardware jobbers feel that 
the action of the National Hardware 
Retailers’ Association, in going on 
record last year in favor of carry- 
ing automobile accessory stocks, 
was a progressive step. The sources 
from which the jobbers secure their 
supplies for the dealers are their 
110 associate members, as already 
mentioned; manufacturers of auto- 
mobile accessories, electrical goods, 
radio and radio supplies. 

The accessories branch of the Na-
